wWaareveEs may be the merita of the question
concerning & contraction of the volume of our
currency, there is hajpily one kind of oon-
traction which will be balled with joy by the
whole country; and there is mo reasouable
doubt of its feasibility.

Soch are the figures, and they are truly
formidable to contemplate, But Mr. Hooper
has introdnced into the Honse of Representa-
tives a resolution instructing the Committee
on Ways and Meaxs to report a bill so modify-
ing our present system as to reduce the annual |
receipts to the maximum of §300,000,000. |
Such a measure will of course be worse than
nseless If Congress ia to countinue its present
gystem of reckless appropriations. So long as |
Mr. McCulloch has untold millions at his
command, and full authority to expend them,
we peed look for no contraction from that
source. As a general rnle, it iz not only inex-
pedient’ but unsafe to adopt such & theory as
that advanced by Mr. Hooper. Yet the prin-
ciple underlying it is the only ons which will
relieve the stagnation at present prevailing in
every brauch of industry throughout the |
country. REconomy is the great desideratum, |
snd the only remedy for our financial distress. |

Axd here arises the question &5 1o how this |
ecomomy can be inaugurated. In the first |
place, the measure proposed by Mr. Fessenden |
in the BSenate yesterday should recelve the
hearty endorsement of both Honses. It pro-
poses a general overhauling of the roll of each
House, with the view of a reduction in the
number of empleyés, and a general decrease in |
the expenditure of the contingent fund. Bat |
a trifle will be saved by this, it {s trune, but
millions are made up of trifles, and if economy
is infused into all the multitndinous branchaes
of the Government, the result will show |
largely in the aggregate. Not only the two |
Houses of Congress, but every department of |
the Government, must be brought within the
rule. In this conpection, we must ex-
prese our ungualiied condemnation of
the scheme to' inorease the salaries of i
the employés of the different offices

at Washington. It has received the high
panction of General Graot’s endorsement,
much to our regret, as the conntry has been
led to anticipate a different course on the part
of the General of the army, If such measures
for swelling the national expenses are to re-
oelve his support, his commendable action in
cutting down the exponses of the Department |
of which he has temporary control, will be
more than connterbalanced. |
" We understand that another measure is
goon 1o be presentad to the Senate which will
forward the movement towards economy. It
is proposed to subjeot the diplomatic and con-
pular system of the country to a general
revision, and in deing so, Congress will have
an excellent opportunity for making consider-
able inroads upon the 31,000,000 at which
Mr. McCullooh has placed the estimated ex-
penditures of the olvil list for 18569, There |

The National Republican Convention—
Its Time and Place of Meeling.

Yesteroay, the National Republican Commit-
tée sppointed at the Baltimore Convention,
met in Washington and decided to held the
Presidentinl Nominating Convention of onr
party, at Chieago, at noon on the 20th of May,
1868, There is muoch to commend in the selec-
tion of both time and place.

The last Chicago Convention, which placed
the succesaful ticket of Lincoln and Hamlin
in the fleld, was held on the 16th of May.
No one can pretend that the country, between
then and November, was not thoroughly can-
vasged.

Topographically, Kansas may be described as
an slevated, gently-rolling platean, interseotad
by the wide,shallow valleye of almost innumer-
able streams. Tonere is none of Lthe flat prairie
monotony about it which characterizes so
mueh of Illinoils. The Lraveller lu passing
throngh Lhe Stato bebolds an ever-varylng
landscape, oflen of greal pleturesqueness and
beauty. The view from Mount Orend, near this
elly, 18 one of the finest In the world, The
Valley of the Knnsus from blaff to plafl is here
nt least five miles wide, while the Valley of tue
Walknruss, which jolos It near the elty, Is of
almost equol extent, each doited thickly with |
farms and houses, and skirted here aopd there
with groves of timber,

The Kansas or Il{aw river is the longest stream |
in the State. Its chlef fork, the Smoky Hill,
risea In Colorado towards the foot hills of the
Hocky Mountains, and rous in a general east-
erly course through the entire State. It 1s along
Lbis groat valley, more than four hundred miles |
In extent, that the Unlon Pacific Rallwny |
Eastern Divislon, is looated, betng already com! ‘

|

pleted and ronnling almost the entire distance
from the mouth of the Kansas o the western
boundary of the State. A more splendld and
productive body of land can hardly be tound in
tbe Unlted Blates, nor a more natural and feasl- |
ble route for & rallroad.

The Kansas river hus geveral large branches
flowing Into IL from the north, such as the Blg
Blue, the Republican, Solomén's fork, and the |
Ballne fork, each of which flows through a re-
muarkably beautiful and fertile valley, There |
are also In Northern Kensas a maultilude of |
gmall streams, sueh as the Big Btranger and the
Littie Biranger, the Grasshopper and the Ne-
maha, whose valleys afford the oholoest looa-
tions for farms and settlements.

In Bouthiern Kansas there are several large
valleys Lhat almost rival the Kansas in extent,
as Lhey certalnly do in beautry of soenery and
fertility of soll. The most noted of them is the |
valley of the Neoshe river, an aiffluent of the
Arkansas, The Neosho has two maln head

Elreams, the one which bears the name |
of the full length river, and the other called |
the Collonwood. They rise mnear Lhe
contre of Loe SBiate, and fall ofl

rupldly towards the south-southeast, uniting
near the town of Emperis, and crossing the |
southern boundary of the Slale some forly
mlles west of the Missourl border., The whola
extent of this beautiful yalley is a perfeot |
garden, The slope back to the high pralrie 1s
very gentle and gradoal; the valley is wide gud
well wooded; Lhesoll is deep and exhaustiess, |
while the cllmate, bolh from decressed elavi-
tlon and a lower latitude, is consldersbly
molider Lban that of the northern poridon of the
Btate, This Is the favorite reglon for stook:
growers—ontue rarely needing fodder during
the winter, Itls not less adapted to gralu, as
the bountifal crops of wheat and corn ralsed by
fis mrmers abundantiy testify. I first visited |
thia valley in 1867, and I sball never forget with |
what dellght, a8 we drove down Into the river ‘
to ford it near Burlingion, 1 felt thé erungh
mod heard the rattle of the wagon wheels
ngalnst Lhe stones and psbblea in the bed of the |
strepm, The mojority of Kansas streams have |
muddy bottoms, bot here was clear wiater and
o pebble-paved bettom, Duarlog that visit we
olten drove through the tall prairie grass as
high as the seat of the buggy.

The valley of the Osage river, or,as IL 1s
usually called In Kansas, tho Marias des Cygnes
(propounced Mary-de-zene), extends through |
scveral of Lhe eastern countlios of the Stale, nnd
& & vory beautiful and fertile one. |

The Arkansas river flows through quile a f
large portion of the soulhweslern pordlon of
the Blate, bat 1t is a8 yot unreached by the sel- 1
tlements, and the character of 1ts valley Is less |
